Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
proposed some amendments and asked for an explanation of the invention. Examiner asked for support on each 
cavity holding a volume on the order of 10-30 nanoliters, and Attorney said it was inadvertently added into the 
independent claims. Examiner asked what the laser carpet was, and Attorney said he needed to consult his client. 
Attorney explained that the suckers provide suction. 
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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because FJG. 1 does not depict the elements of the 
invention in sufficient detail as to provide an understanding of the interrelationship of elements. 
A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 19-36 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
Referring to claim 1 9, neither the specification nor claims provide support for each cavity of the 
removable plate for samples holds a volume on the order of ten to thirty nanoliters. Referring to 
claim 20, the specification appears to provide support for a stepper or DC motor advancing the 
removable plate for samples but not the piezoelectric micropipette. 

3. Claims 23, 29, and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
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or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Referring to claims 
23 and 35, the specification does not explain what a laser caipet is. The term is uncommon, and 
the meaning is not given in the claims. Referring to claim 29, the specification does not explain 
what the suckers are and what they do. The term is uncommon, and the meaning is not given in 
the claims. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

6. Referring to claim 23, the terms "so that an order" render the claim indefinite. It is not 
known what they mean in the context of the claim.

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
